Test year the Pikes owed cars and trucks and privately-owned cars 
operated on a reimbursable basis, were driven 112,519 miles. This 

- included 18,295 miles due to phihie of official stations, which mileage 
ae could not very well be estimated in advance. With this exception the 
Bureau would have been able to keep within its original allotment of 
100, ,000 niles. 


We are not asking for an petimeted: mileage of Government and privately 


owned cars at this time, but will expect your mileage to not exceed 


that of last year, unless some umusual condition develops, in which - 
case we should be promptly advised.
